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MIDLAND COLLEGE DEDICATION. 


A very pleasant prelude to the Twenty-Second Annual Con- 
vention of the Synod of Kansas was the dedication of the new 
Midland College building, the services of which were of special 
interest. On Monday evening, September 30, a social reunion 
and informal reception was held, at which not only the members, 
clerical and lay, of the Kansas Synod, but also a large number 
of visitors from both Kansas and Nebraska, were present. Many 
happy reminiscences were indulged in, to the delight of all who 
were there, and who were thus in good spirits and eager for the 
festivities of the morrow. : 

At 11 a.m. on October 1, a special service for prayer and 
conference, conducted by Rev. T. F. Dornblaser, was held at 
the church, thus manifesting the spirit of trust and dependence 
upon God which has characterized .this college enterprise from 
its incipiency. | 

The formal dedicatory exercises begar at 2 p. m. in the Pres- 
byterian church, Rev. M. Rhodes, D. D., of St. Louis, presiding. 
Rev. F. W. Conrad, D. D., LL.D., of Philadelphia, Pa., de- 
livered an able, scholarly and eloquent address, discussing and 
emphasizing the elements of a true education; after which 
congratulatory letters were read from prominent ministers and 
friends throughout the church. Following this the large audi- 
ence formed in line and marched to the college building in 
_ Highland Park, where the special service of dedication was con- 

ducted by Rev. J. S. Detweiler, of Omaha, Nebd., President of 
the Board of Education, in a very solemn and impressive man- 
ner. Short addresses were made by ex-Senator A. J. Harwi, of 
Atchison, Kan. ; Rev. M. F. Troxell, General Secretary of the 
Board of Education, of St. Louis, Mo.; Rev. S. B. Barnitz, 
Western Secretary of the Board of Home Missions, and the 
Hon. John J. Ingalls, U. S. Senator.

President's Report. 

Brethren of the Synod of Kansas ; “ O give thanks unto the Lord, for his 
mercy endureth forever.” By the goodness of God we assemble in our 
Twenty-Second Annual Convention. Let us recount His mercies and bless- 
ings. The year has been one of signal progress. Special works of grace 
have been enjoyed in a number of fields. 

NEW MEMBERS. 

April 1, 1889, Rev. C. W. Maggart sent a letter of dismissal from the Synod 
of Northern Indiana to the Synod of Kansas. 

August 23, 1889, Rev. J. F. Sponseller forwarded to the President of Synod 
his letter of dismissal from the Wittenberg Synod to the Kansas Synod. 

November 23, 1888, Rev. J. F. Sponseller took charge of the Waterville 
pastorate. 

September 10, 1889, the Rev. W. W. Kribbs forwarded his letter of dis- 
missal from the Pittsburgh Synod to this Synody~ He has taken charge of the 
Elisworth pastorate. He is a licentiate, and the Synod from which he comes 
recommends his ordination. 

September 26, 1889, Prof. J. H. Stough, Ph. D., forwarded his letter of dis- 
missal from the Synod of Nebraska to Kansas Synod.

Report of Trustees of Carthage College. 

Your Trustees of Carthage College beg leave to report that one of them was 
present at the annua) meeting of the same held May, 28, 1880. 

The report of the college for the year then ending, was encouraging as com- 
pared with previous years. 

The most important work done was the appointment of a Financial Secre- 
tary, who was to canvass the territory of the college for money, students and 
general advertising. The Rev. H. Max Lentz was secured, and immediately 
went into the field. His special work is to raise money to pay off the indebt- 
edness of the institution. He has already secured to date, in cash and pledges, 
$1450,00, besides securing a number of students, and doing a great deal of 
advertising. 

The stockholders voted the loan of $8,000 for the payment of all indebted- 
mess. The Rev. J. A. M. Ziegler, Ph. D., was elected to the chair of Mathe- 
matics. The college opened with ninety students, almost twice as many as 
were present at the opening one year ago, and now has an enrollment of 112, 
with promises of enough more to justify the prophecy that during the year 140 
will be enrolled. 

Our churches, the citizens of Carthage, the trustees, and the faculty, are all 
. much 
The General Synod voted that Carthage College should be the recipient of 
& part of the money given to the Board of Education, until it has been relieved 
of its financial embarrassment. 

Inasmuch as the stock of our Synod has been distributed to the Synods 
adjacent to Carthage, and therefore this Synod wil! not continue to be repre- 
sented in the Board of Trustees, it is with no smal! degree of pleasure that we 
ste able to render this encouraging report. We lay down our office, and 
sever our official relation with Carthage College, with the devout prayer that 
God may bless her yet more abundantly, and that all connected with her in 
the future may be eminently successful in building up at Carthage a strong 
and flourishing Christian college.

When we remember that there are are but 37 pastorates in our Synod, and 
that 17 of these are maintained by the aid of our Home Mission Board, we 
will be very forcibly reminded that this is yet a Missionary Synod, and we 
will work and pray and give more for this important branch of, or department 
of, our Church. To become self-sustaining should be the desire and the de- 
termination of every missionary church and pastor, and we hope the day is 
not far distant when our 17 Missions will have attained that end, and be able 
to contribute to other new missions on this great territory. 

The Board of Church Extension has been no less liberal to our churches 
than the Home Mission Board has. During the past two years we have re- 
ceived through and from this Board as donations, $2092.80, and as loans, 
$3650.00, making a total of $6142.80, This has made possible and assisted 
in the building of a number of our nicest and best church edifices. It is also 
a notable fact that the Board of Church Extension holds notes secured by 
special provisional mortgages on our church property, amounting to $20450.00, 
all of which we hope to he able to repay, in order that it may go on a similar 
errand of blessing to other needy churches. We desire to thank both these 
Boards of the Church for their liberal assistance.

Since we last met as a Synod, several new missions have been undertaken 
in our Synodical territory. In January last, after some preliminary work by 
the Western Secretaries of the Buards, it was deemed advisable to begin 
operations at Leavenworth, where we have long felt that we ought to have a 
church. The work has been very successful, and we hope soon to have an 
efficient pastor to carry it on and firmly establish it. The organization re- 
ports 24 members, and a Sunday-school of between 50 and 60. 

At last, the Committee is able to report that work has begun at Wichita. 
Under commission of the Board, Rev. W. L. Seabrook went there August !s\, 
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and has been busily engaged in gathering and hunting the Lutherans of that 
Gity, preparatory to the organization of a church. He will, no doubt, be pres- 
ent with us here to report his work ; but it affords us especial pleasure to be 
able to note in our report the fact that this long desired work has at last been 
begun. 

Dering the past year, the work has also been begun at Hutchinson, 
ander the pastoral care of Rev. J. A. Lowe. This enterprising organization 
has already begun the erection of a house of worship, and will no doubt soon 
be one of our well established churches. It will make application at this 
session of Synod to be admitted. 

By the effort of missionary Rev. J. E. Maurer, at Hardy, Neb., a new con- 
gregation called “ Bethel,’’ has been organized in, his pastorate, and will no 
doult apply for admission to this Synod. It reports 23 members, and a Sun- 
day-school of about so. 


SYNODICAL MISSIONARY. 

We believe the enlarged and growing interests of our church within the 
bounds of our Synod require the undivided attention and service of a Synodical 
Missionary. Vacant churches to be.looked after, by attending to supplies and 
securing pastors, new and promising fields to be visited and canvassed with a 
view to organization, difficulties to be adjusted, assistance to be rendered in 
some of our more difficult fields, a very heavy correspondence to be carried 
on in the general working of the Synod, and other duties—all this 1s too 
much for any Advisory Committee, and must either be more or less neg- 
lected, or if done, is done at the expense and neglect of the home duties of the 
members of the Committee in their usually busy pastorates. We need a 
Symedical Missionary, and we recommend that Synod take steps to supply 
this need. |

Your Committee has inquired into the relationship to this Synod of the 
Ebenezer church of Dickinson county, Kansas, and find, after a careful exam- 
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ination of the minutes of previous meetings, that no record has been made or 
kept of the reception of this chur¢h as an integral part of this Synod. 
* We find in the President’s Report of 1876 that Rev. F. R. Scherer informs 
him of having organized this church, with 22 members, in January, 1876. 

The following year brother Scherer was unable to be present at Synod, and 
requested Synod to furnish a supply for this congregation. 

In the minutes of 1881 we find that this congregation was joined with 
Pleasant Valley congregation, and called the “ Ebenezer charge.” 

With reference to this omission or neglect, the Committee recommend— 

That the Ebenezer Evangelical Lutheran church of Dickinson county, hav- 
ing adopted a Constitution in accordance with that recommended by the Synod 


of Kansas, be now received and enrolled as anjintegral part of this Synod, and 


that hereafter this church be united with the Scherer’s Memorial Evangel. 
ical Lutheran church of Chapman, Kansas, and called the ‘‘ Chapman charge.” 

The committee also recommend that the Pleasant Valley (Zion’s) church 
be joined to St. Paul’s Ev. Lutheran Church of Manchester, Kansas, and be 
known hereafter as the “ Keystone Pastorate.”’ 

With reference to a reconstruction of the pastorates of Perth and New Cam- 
bria, the committee have nothing definite to recommend, except to refer them 
to the Advisory Home Missionary and Church Extension Committee for their 


immediate attention.

Report of Delegates to the General Synod. 


To the Members of the Synod of Kansas:—A {ull delegation from the 
Synod of Kansas was in attendance at the Thirty-fourth Convention of the 
General Synod, held at Allegheny City, Pa., from June 12 to June 21, 1889. 

The full attendance of Delegates from the respective Synods, and the large 
representation of visitors from the church abroad were indicative of the gen- 
eral interest in all the departments of our church work. At the opening of the 
Convention the Synod gave an emphatic expression on the vital question of 
prohibition, then pending in the State of Pennsylvania. 

The Common Service, authorized by the Thirtythird Convention of the 
niga Synod in 1887, and published inthe meantime, was discussed fro and 

» at some length. While the discussion was earnest, it was cunducted with 
nade of charity and forbearance. It was, however, determined that in all 
future editions of the Book of Worship, the “ Order of Service” authorized in 
1869, and subsequently amended, as well as the “* Common Service” author- 
ized in 1887, be published, and that congregations be at liberty to use which- 

ever they prefer. 

The reports of the various Boards were most gratifying. They werean in-

in the interest of Foreign Missions during the last two years. Six of the 23 
Synods reported an excess of the apportionment. The Synod of Kansas was 
one of the six, and the third in the amounts of the excess. It costs this Board 
5% per cent. of its income to conduct its business. St 

The Board asks for $35,000 per year to carry forward its work. The 
amount apportioned to the Synod of Kansas is $588. 

BOARD OF HOME MISSIONS. 

This Board has on its roll 114 missions, and 131 missionaries employed. 
Tt has organized 26 new congregations; 23 of the 114 missions have become 
self-sustaining, and 16 of the whole number are in the State of Kansas. The 
Board has received $73,544.93, and expended $72,468.94. It costs this 
Board 13 per cent. of its income to conduct its enterprise. 

The Board-asks for $35,000 per year. $588 is apportioned to this Synod. 

CHURCH EXTENSION. 

The receipts from all sources to the Board of Church Extension amounted 
to $83,098.40 for the two years, and the expenditures were $73,432.71. Aid 
was rendered to 66 congregations. This Board now reports the net assets to 
be $133,320.50, as the result of operating the Loan Fund. It costs this Board 
to conduct its business 16 per cent. of its income. 

The Board asks for $35,000 annually for the next biennium. The amount 
apportioned to this Synod is $588 per year. 

Rev. Lenker, as Special Representative of the Board in the West, has se- 
cured 134 lots for churches and parsonages. This will be of great advantage 
to the coming missionary. 

THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

The second biennial report of the Board of Education showed that the re- 
ceipts from the Synods on the apportionment were only $2968.11 for the two 
years; and the total, including individual contributions, was only $6409.96. 

The Board asks for $10,000 per year. ‘The apportionment to the Synod of 
Kansas is $168. 

Much interest was manifested in the Pastors’ Fund Society. It is desired 
that contributions be much more liberal toward this Society. The amount 
received for the two years was $3168.62. And the amount to recipients of 
the fund was $3150. 


The Tressler Orphans’ Home reported to have cared for 599 children since 


_ the founding of the Home in 1869. ‘There are at present 102 on the roll. Of 


these 25 were received the past year. Applications for many more have been 
received and will~be admitted as soon as funds can be secured. Appeal is 


made for increased liberality. It costs $100 per year to keep one of these 
children at the Home. 
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A“Board of Supplies” was appointed with its genera! office at Springfield, 
Ohio, the object of which i$ to aid vacant congregations in securing supplies 
ged regular pastors. The President of a Synod becomes an ex-officio mem- 
ber of the Board. 

A very extended report on the Order of Deaconesses was considered, and 
& Board appointed and instructed to take initiatory steps toward founding 
houses for Deaconesses, and to endeavor to awaken a greater interest in the

The General Synod asks for the sum of $2500 per ‘year for its running ex- 
pemees during the next two years. That apportioned to the Synod of Kansas 
is $45.

Report of Committee No. 7—Parochial Reports. 


Your Committee very gratefully reports that the Rules and By-Laws have 
been observed by the members of Synod in the return of their Parochial Re- 
ports; and we have been enabled to bring to Synod a completed tabulation of 
these, presenting totals, gains and losses. 

._ We feel very much disheartened in the attempt to gain uniformity in these 
‘reports. This is due partly to the indefinite character of some of the headings 
on the report, and partly to the carelessness of some of the pastors in neglect- 
ing to follow the explanations which are given. 

The instructions given for making the Grand Total, including in it the 
Total Benevolence, the Entire Contributions of the Sunday Schools, and the 
Local Expenses,make it very probable that the contributions of the Sunday- 
schools will be included twice ; for the benevolenee of the Sunday-schools is 
almost always included in the amounts under the objects to which it was <e- 
voted; and the other contributions of the Sunday.school are usually included 
under the amounts expended for local expenses. 

Your Committee was not able to tell in which instances this was the case, 
and being desirous of uniformity, we decided (and have so dong) to include 
in Grand Total, the three sums, “Total Benevolerice*” “Contributions of Sun- 
day.schools for Support of School,’ and Local Expenses.” We recommend 
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the pastors in future reports to include the Sunday-school benevolence in the 

columns to which it was given, and to include under ‘- Local Expenses for all 

Objects,” the amount used for the support of the Sunday-school, and“to omit 
both these items in making the “ Grand Total.” 

We recommend, also, that during the present year the Parochial Committee 
be directed to gather, tabulate, and report at our next convention, fuller Sun- 
day-school statistics than our present reports include. We ought to know the 
officers, the average attendance, the character of the literature, etc., of our 
Sunday-schools. We urge that the committee be directed to gather these 
statistics, and present them next year. 

Your Committee appreciates the special mention made of its work by the 
Statistical Secretary of the General Synod, in his last report, commending it. 

We would take this occasion to urge that all the money given by all the 
members of all the churches for any church objects be sent through the 
Treasurer of Synod. Because this was not done last year, the reports of the 
Treasurer and Parochial Committee do not agree. We recommend Synod to 
direct the pastors to include in the “ External Objects” column only those 


ems of external benevolence which have passed through the hands of the . 


Treasurer of the church. This will bring about uniformity and regularity. 
It can scarcely be the desire of the General Synod to have included in this 
place the individual contributions of members of our churches to objects 
which have no association whatever with the church or her interests, and 
have never been in the hands of the Treasurer.

Report of Committee No. 4—On President's Address. 

Your Committee to whom was referred the President's address, beg leava 
to report that they have carefully examined the same, and fiffd in it a goodly 
number of suggestions, a few of which we desire to mention. 

1. We heartily concur with her in the importance of having a Missionary 
Society in every congregation in the Synod, and to this end an organizing 
committee should be appointed from each Conference, whose duty it shall be 
to visit either personally or by letter, any unorganized field, and assist in every 
way to bring about such results. 

2. We are gratified to learn from this report, showing the increased ratio of 
our society over that of the church at large, that the spirit of missions seems to 
be working so mightily upon the hearts of our women. 

If from the five or six women with which the Synodical Society was formed 
eight years ago, with such small facilities, the women’s work has been planted 
in twenty-four congregations, in how short a time should our earnest workers 
with the advantages of these years of growth and development, awaken the 
same missionary zeal in the remaining sixteen congregations? 

During the last year an increase of eighty in membership is certainly grati- 
fying. 

Our President also urges the importance of promptness and accuracy in 
sending reports to the Corresponding Secretary and Treasurer. 

As a Committee, we think we will but express the wish of the entire mem- 
bership of this Synodical body, when we say that as there are so many aaseful 
and important suggestions always contained in the annual address of our 
Presidents, and as they might be of great benefit not only to those present at 
the time of convention, but to those to whom the Minutes are sent, we would 
tecommend that hereafter the President's report be published in full in the 
Minutes, as some other Societies have done with good results.
